SniT and LvicHinani. we are lrd tu a 
eoiisideroliuii of Ihe course wliuh may lie 
Lakt n by the waters which fall tu the 
weal, from thr eaalrni coast range, which 
is apparently uninterrupted until it meets 
with ihr (.'arpentatia Harige, near .Separa 
tion t'rri-k, whilst thr smveyiof the Adr- 
■aide.llie V Hlum, and the Filiroy rivers, 
show that they are not uf sufficient mag- 
nitude tu lead to any other conclusion
